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cE IS ALWAYS a pleasure for me to 

leave Washington and travel to one 
of our great States, to meet with the 
people there and to discuss our national 
problems. 


I believe fervently the strength of 
our Nation resides not in the Capital 
but in the vast expanse of our Country. 
Empires are represented by, as they 
are governed by, their capital cities. 
Free countries are not divided into a 
capital city and the provinces which 
are ruled by it. 


It is a special pleasure for me to come 
to Texas, because in my State of Indi- 
ana we still believe the United States is 
a Union of sovereigns, and our State 
is in every respect the sovereign equal 
of the Federal Government. There is 
no deference in Indiana to the glamour 
and show which are now so evident in 
Washington. We believe that we, the 
people, govern the Country, and Wash- 
ington is the front office, part of the 
administrative headquarters. I am sure 
that doctrine will sound right and pro- 
per in the State of Texas. 


It is a favorite argument of the col- 
lectivists that -foreign policy is some- 
thing remote and abstract, which can be 
understood only by experts who have 
spent years in the precincts of the State 
Department or on the staffs of certain 
daily newspapers. Congressmen, who 
have not had the benefit of long indoc- 
trination in the mysteries, and you, who 
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Please Mention Defender 


do not even breathe the air of Washing- 
ton, are supposed to sit patiently and 
wait until the great minds have handed 
down what yeu may know. 


Americans never accepted such non- 
sense. Our greatest diplomatic achieve- 
ments were the work of laymen, who 
had spent most of their years in ‘private 
life. In the last few years we have been 
bewildered and bemused by foreign re- 
lations experts in Washington offices, 
but the moment has come when the 
American people need to decide what 
kind of foreign policy they wish to 
stand for, and then tell our Govern- 
ment to follow it ... 


“A SECRET FACTION” 


For years now our Government has 
been pulled in two opposite directions 
in making its decisions. 


The hearings of the so-called Tydings 
committee disclosed clear evidence, in 
spite of the whitewash, that a power- 
ful and ruthless group were guiding 
our decisions to the advantage of the 
Soviet Union. This was not news. 
Committees of Congress had been mak- 
ing the same charge for years. 


The Russell committee, which investi- 
gated the dismissal of General Mac- 
Arthur, and investigations by the Sen- 
ate Internal Security Subcommittee, 
showed that a secret faction in our 
Government had worked out its own 
foreign policy, to suit its own ends,

ruthlessness, put it into effect. 


Throughout all of 1951 and 1952 the 
Congress, especially the Senate, was en- 
gaged in a great debate to turn the light 
on this secret foreign policy and de. 
stroy its influence. 

You know the achievements of this 
secret group. 

After the defeat of Japan in World 
War II, our official foreign policy was 
to defend and strengthen the National- 
ist Government of China. But the secret 
faction in our Government was deter- 
mined we should support the Chinese 
Reds. In the name of the United States 
Government, they insisted on a united 
front government in China, with the 
Communist rebels retaining their own 
armed forces. Our representatives gave 
the Reds a long cease-fire by which 
they could rest and re-equip their arm- 
ies, and he set up am embargo on Amer- 
ican bullets for the guns of the defend- 
ers. 

Since 1950 we have had two policies 
for the Nationalist Government on For- 
mosa. Our official policy was to support 
the legal Government and help rearm 
the Nationalist forces. Congress voted 
the money again and again as proper 
for our own defense. But the hidden 
faction in our Government intended 
that we should “disengage ourselves,” 
as the polite phrase goes, from the Na- 
tionalists. Their real policy for Formo- 
sa paralleled the famous advice of Owen 
Lattimore —to let Korea fall, but not 
let it look as if we pushed her. In De- 
cember 1949, five years ago, our State 
Department even issued instructions to 


its personnel abroad to show no regrets | 


when the Government on Formosa fell 
according to plan. 


During the war in Korea we were | 


ostensibly fighting to defeat the Red 
Chinese attackers. Our military leaders, 
our people, and I believe most of the 
members of the administration were 
loyal to that objective. But the invisible 
group had a different policy. They were 
determined to prevent military victory 


over the Reds. 


They intended to return by force the 
Chinese prisoners of war who did not 
wish to go back to Communist China, 
as they returned the hopeless refugees 
in Europe after 1945. They intended 


to leave North Korea a wasteland, oc:

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During his visit to the Middle East last month, Dr. Gerald B. Winrod was 
invited to speak to the Arab population over the Jordan government's large 
radio station at Jerusalem. He gave the message in English, after which 
it was translated into Arabic. The text of the talk follows. 





FRIENDS of the Listening Audience: 


And I use the word “friends” in the 
truest, most sincere meaning of the 
term. I bring to you from America a 
message of friendship and good will. 


Accept my apologies please for not be- | 


ing able to address you in your own 
beautiful Arabic. Forgive my poverty of 
expression; but I am comforted in the 
knowledge that this message will be 
translated a little later for all to under- 
stand. 


In my travels through the countries 
of the Middle East, I am being well re- 
ceived and showered with many kind- 
nesses. This is my first trip. I feel that 
I am coming to know and understand 
Arab peoples better. I already feel 
richer for having entered your borders. 
I shall long remember your hospitality 
and take back to America precious 
memories of new friendships made — 
friendships among people who have a 
noble heritage of courage, conviction 
and achievement. I pray God that your 
present problems — perplexing prob- 
lems will find early solution. 


I know something of what many of 
you have been called upon to endure 
during the last few years. May God give 








you courage and endurance knowing 
that there operates in the world a prin- 
ciple of justice from the mind and heart 
of the Creator that has a way of tri- 
umphing in the end. 


We have a saying in America that 
“right makes might.” Injustice often 
triumphs for a time but truth, honor 
and justice have a way of winning out in 
the long run. Those who promote in- 
justice lose, and go down in defeat, 
eventually. There is an English adage 
which says: “The mills of the gods grind 
slow but they grind exceedingly fine.” 


Now may I say a personal word for 
the purpose of leading up to something 
more important? It happens that in the 
part of the world from which I come, 
that I speak over the radio every night 
to a listening audience of over six mil- 
lion. I also edit a magazine, The De-

fender, with more than one hundred 
thousand circulation. On this trip 
through the Middle East, I am writing 
reports of my observations for 23 
American journals and newspapers. 


My nightly radio broadcast blankets 
a large part of the Western Hemis- 
phere through a chain of super-power 
stations. 


Very well, I recently delivered a 
radio message devoted to conditions as 
I understand them here in the Middle 
East. The approach, the views that I 
expressed, were new in some respects 
and attracted some attention. It started 
many Americans thinking and talking 
along new lines. The net result I believe 
was a better understanding of the Arab 
and his problem. 


This appears to have been the case. 
The average American needs to under- 
stand the Arab better, and the average 
Arab needs a better understanding of 
the American. 


Now with your permission, I will 
quote a few sentences from that broad- 
cast which, as I say was recently de- 
livered before a large listening audience 
in the United States. Please give careful 
attention while I quote briefly from that 
message. Bear in mind that I was speak- 
ing as a Christian leader, addressing 
my remarks to a radio audience in the 
western world. This is what I said: 


“Every religion on the face of the 
earth is today threatened by the forces 
of international atheism. This opposi- 
tion is not merely academic, confined to 
the realm of the theoretical. It is being 
translated into physical fact. 


“International atheism makes no dis- 
crimination between the Mosque of the 
Moslem and the Church of the Chris- 
tian. It is motivated by blind demoniac 
hatred for all religion. The situation 
calls for united defense action. Religion 
is on the defensive in many parts of the 
world. Few areas can be considered im- 
mune to atheistic attack and _ infiltra- 
tion. Atheism has taken the initiative. 
Religion must now assume the aggres- 
sive. 


“Differences of religious belief and 















theological interpretation exist. This is 
a factual situation. Let religionists agree 
to disagree honorably on matters of be- 
lief and doctrine, but stand together as 
honest men against their common foe. 


“Christians of the western world owe 
a debt of gratitude to the Moslems for 
standing like a dike, the last few dec- 
ades, against an onrushing tide of or- 
ganized atheism. Had it not been for 
the strong religious faith of the Arab 
nations, atheism would have swept 
across the Middle East, the Mediterra- 
nean and into Africa. It is nothing short 
of a religous paradox that the Christian 
nations of the west, should owe such 
a debt to Islam. No other conclusion 
can be reached if one wishes to make 
an honest appraisal. 


“Of course there can be no ‘union’ 
or blending of religious belief between 
Moslem and Christian. Their doctrines 
are different in some ways and alike in 
other ways. But a spirit of mutual re- 
spect can be developed between the two 
great systems. The image of God is 
stamped on the countenances of mem- 
bers of both groups. They should hold 
each other in esteem and reciprocate a 
friendly and respectful attitude.” 


Now, for the benefit of new listeners, 
those who may have tuned in late, let 
me say that you are listening to Gerald 
B. Winrod from the United States, 
guest speaker on this program. The mes- 
sage will be translated into Arabic a 
little later. I have been quoting from a 
broadcast which I recently delivered 
over a chain of stations in my part of 
the world. I also said on that occasion, 
and I shall now continue the quotation: 


“T can think of three basic funda- 
mentals on which agreement exists be- 
tween Islam and Christianity: 


“First, both systems believe correctly 
in one God. Second, both systems be- 
lieve in a future judgment. Third, both 
systems believe that love, peace, good- 
will and justice should be cultivated be- 
tween all peoples. 


“Finally, on this subject, let me say 
that both the Moslem and Christian 
faces the same enemies — Atheism, 
Communism and Zionism and should 
cooperate, develop a united front and 
work together at certain levels which 
can be defined by intelligent reasoning.” 


And this, friends of the listening au- 
dience, concludes my quotation from a 
recent radio broadcast which I made 
from my home in the United States. 


I am glad to report that a better un- 
derstanding of Arab peoples and their 
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problems is developing in my Country. 
I would be less than frank, however, if 
I did not say that there has been a 
powerful propaganda released to con- 
fuse the facts. Only now are the clouds 
of falsehood and deception beginning 
to lift. 


Certain questions have been asked 
me, since coming here, as your guest. 
In my closing moments I shall try by 
God’s grace to answer them. 


I have been asked about living stan- 
dards in the United States and the ad- 
vantages of human liberty which we 
enjoy. In answer let me say that we of 
the present generation are proud of 
the ideals and traditions of our found- 
ing fathers, which have given us free- 
dom and independence. And what we 
enjoy, we wish for all others. 


In my travels through various parts 
of the world, I have visited places where 
colonization existed and I have felt that 
such peoples were living under low 
ceilings, held to permanent levels, mak- 
ing progress and the expansion of the 
human spirit impossible. In the Bible 
we read: “Where the spirit of the Lord 
is, there is liberty.” 


I have been asked about the Ameri- 
can attitude regarding your refugee 
problem — the plight of these people, 
these good people, robbed of homes 
and ‘vossessions, driven as it were into 
the desert. 


How do Americans feel about it? We 
are outraged. We are stunned that such 
a thing could happen — that such a 
monstrous wrong could be perpetrated 
inthe present enlightened age. I recently 
wrote a book which has had rather wide 
circulation in the United States, contain- 
ing pictures taken in your refugee 
camps, showing the suffering, sorrow 
and degredation to which these fine, in- 
nocent people have been sentenced. 
God help them, is the prayer of millions 
of American Christians. The Christian 
conscience of the world revolts against 
this awful thing. 


If secular governments do not quick- 
ly show greater interest in the plight of 
these people, it will have to become a 
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missionary project for Christian 
Churches. 


We hear much about “displaced peo- 
ples” in Europe. But what about the 
“displaced peoples” of the Middle East? 
Justice demands that every family thus 
wounded shall be economically reha- 
bilitated and financially compensated. 


I have been asked for an expression 
about the preservation of the holy 
places of the great religions in this part 
of the world. I have very definite ideas 
and convictions on this subject. 


Today I visited Jerusalem’s beautiful 
Mosque of Omar. It was an experience 
that I shall never forget. This famous 
structure has captured the imagination 
of peoples in all parts of the world. 
My good friend, Jerusalem’s esteemed 
citizen, Mr. Solomon John Mattar, took 
time out of his busy life to serve as my 
guide. I shall long remember this trip. 


But I saw that ugly marks, bad scars, 
angry wounds had been inflicted upon 
this famous building. Glass was broken. 
Walls were defaced. Tile was marred. 


I made inquiry and was told that this de- | 


facement resulted from attacks by Zion- 
ists during the Palestine conflict of 
1948. I was told that this Mosque, 
which symbolizes the faith of Islam, 
had been mercilessly shelled. 


Thousands of Americans visit the sa- 


cred religious shrines of the Holy Land [ 


every year. They shudder at the thought 


of them every being desecrated — the |

These are the most sacred spots, the q

tected by international agreements. 
They belong to all nations. 


I shall never forget my visit to the 
Garden of the Tomb of which Mr. Sol- 
omon John Mattar is the Warden. I 
have often exchanged letters with him 
and looked forward to meeting the 
good man in person. He showed me the 
famous Garden, Gordon’s Tomb and 
Gordon’s Calvary. I shall always be 
his debtor. And the Garden over which 
he presides as Warden is only one of 
the many sacred places, in your patt 
of the world, which exist to the glory 


of God. 


I appreciate this opportunity of 
speaking to you and wish now to close 
the broadcast as I close every radio 
broadcast that I make in the United 
States with the words ... May God 
bless you all.

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c WAS my pleasure during the mid- 

dle of last month to visit the recently 
discovered Underground Church, ad- 
jacent to the Tomb of our Lord, in Je- 
rusalem. 


What was regarded for centuries as a 
cistern, inside the Garden of the Tomb, 
was found to be a place of worship 
carved out of solid rock. The Warden 
of the Garden, Solomon John Mattar, 
made the discovery while on an excur- 
sion below the surface to learn why the 
water had syphoned from the cistern. 
He accomplished the hazardous feat by 
means of a rope ladder. 


_ The accompanying picture shows the 
door through which one must enter, in 
order to make the descent. 











For the benefit of readers who may 
not have read earlier Defender reports 
regarding this astounding development, 
the following dimensions of the Church 
are repeated: 


Its floor is 51 feet below the ground 
level. The structure measures 56 feet 


and 4 inches in width. The Cross on 
the east wall is 4 feet and 2 inches high 
. and 3 feet and 4 inches wide. The 
circular Baptismal Pool measures 10 
feet in diameter and 5 feet in depth. 


The Hill of Calvary and the Tomb 
area were part of the same Garden at 
the time of Christ’s crucifixion. Having 
seen this, “the most sacred piece of soil 
on our planet,” I know the description 
of John 19:41-42 to be entirely accur- 
ate: “Now in the place where he was 
crucified there was a garden; and in 
the garden a new sepulchre, wherein 
was never man yet laid. There laid they 
Jesus therefore because of the Jews’ pre- 
paration day; for the sepulchre was 
nigh at hand.” 


The above thought is incomplete 
without the first verse of the next chap- 
ter: “The first day of the week cometh 
Mary Magdalene early, when it was yet 
dark, unto the sepulchre and seeth the 
stone taken away from the sepulchre.” 


If the Underground Church was situ- 
ated at ground level, the Hill of Cal- 
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its side. 
quired to carry the Lord’s body from 
the place of crucifixion down to the 
place of burial. 


Only a few minutes were re- 


The Garden and Tomb belonged to a 
man of means by the name of Joseph 
of Arimathea. Its use fulfilled the 
prophecy of Isaiah 53:9. 


Last February, when breaking the 
news of the discovery of the Under- 
ground Church by radio, I said: “The 
mother Church of Apostolic times was 
established in Jerusalem. It was the 
chief center of early Christian worship. 
The probable place of assembly has 
now been located.” 


For certain ethical reasons, I do not 
at this time feel at liberty to publish 
information now in my possession, 
leading me to regard the foregoing as 
an understatement of fact. When the 
entire story becomes known, the impact 
of this discovery will be tremendous 
upon the religious thought of the world. 
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cE WAS quite an experience! The 

pilot of the plane carrying me be- 
tween Cairo and Jerusalem departed 
from the regular course and flew low, 
very low, over the ancient city of Petra. 
The sight was utterly fantastic, some- 
thing I shall never forget. 


Petra has been aptly called, “the 
most mysterious city in the world.” On 
the ground it is approached by a ted- 
ious, torturous trail through savage de- 
sert land. 


Some writers associate the word 
“lost” with the premises, because Petra 
remained desolate for so many centur- 
ies, closed to and forgotten by the out- 
side world. Its population consisted of 
a few Bedouin Arabs. A suspicion ex- 
isted that the admission of strangers 
would cause calamities. 


In the year 1812 a Swiss traveler, 
John Lewis Burckhardt, gained entrance 
disguised as a sheik. He came away 
with stories that seemed incredible. 
Few men tried to visit the place during 
the hundred years that followed. De- 
spite the advantages of modern trans- 
portation, only an occasional tourist 
feels like taking the risk of visiting the 
ancient site. 


There is a High Place in Petra where 
the earliest inhabitants offered (pre- 
sumably) human sacrifices. To Edward 
L. Wilson, an American editor, goes 
the credit for discovery of this spot in 
1882. Eighteen years later, Professor 
George L. Robinson reached the top of 
the High Place and became the first 


to recognize its religious value. 


Persons deciding to visit Petra travel 
a distance of 60 miles south of the Dead 
Sea through a parched desert wilder- 
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ness broken only by the Wadi Musa 
(River of Moses). Mount Hor, where 
the body of Aaron was laid to rest, may 
be seen in the dim distance. 

The Wadi has a brook flowing in its 
channel choked with great boulders, 
shadowed by beautiful oleanders and 
other flowers, all in turn transcended 
by wild fig trees. This is one place 
where the traveler leaves behind him 
the modern man made canyons of the 
big cities; he leaves behind the tower- 
ing walls of masonry, the twentieth cen- 
tury cliff dwellings, and enters the very 
soul of nature. He finds himself in the 
presence of indescribable natural beau- 
ty. The scene begets a sense of awe. 


One eventually enters a range of 
mountains of reddish hue, and follows 
a trail upward amidst primeval sur- 
roundings. Red baldheaded sandstone 
rocks like mystic spires, rise ahead, in- 
tersected by deep seams rather than 
valleys. 

“All travelers who have visited Petra 
have marveled at the wonderful tints 
of its sandstone cliffs,” says a well 
known writer. “It is carved from the 
rocks, the colors of which beggar de- 
scription at certain hours of the day. As 
we stood and beheld the city, we won- 
dered at times whether we were awake, 
or whether we had not been transported 
to fairy land on a magically colored 
Persian carpet.” 


Completing the trek to: the city’s en- 
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trance, the gorge widens, then ends, and 
before the visitor’s gaze there bursts 
as wonderful, breath-taking and bewil- 
dering sight as mortal eyes may expect 
to behold on this earth. Petra, the city 
of rock, comes into focus. 


There are advantages and also dis- 
advantages in viewing the scene from 
the air. But whether on the ground 
level or above, the experience is such 
as to stir in the heart those emotions 
which have ever led men to worship 
their Creator.

PETRA is entered through a narrow 

rift of rock called the Sig, a mile 
and a quarter long, whose perpendicu- 
lar sides reach to tremendous heights. 
There is no difficulty in understanding 
why it was regarded as a place of re- 
fuge. A handful of men standing in the 
narrow passage could hold off an army. 


Leaving the Sig to enter the city pro- 
per, the visitor is greeted by a limpid, 
delicate Rose Temple — one of many 
amazing structures, not built, but carved 
out of a high cliff of solid rock. This 
Nabataean monument is called El Khaz- 
na, meaning “Treasury.” The color 
ranges from marble white under sun- 
light to red under moonlight and deep 
mahogany in the shadows. 


An archaeologist who spent consider- 
able time at Petra wrote the following 
description of the passageway into the 
city: “The sun is rising over the eastern 
horizon. The sight before our eyes can- 
not be forgotten. All the colors and 
shades of the rainbow burst into an 
indescribable conflagration: white, ver- 
million, saffron, pink, orange, crimson 
and other variations. It is as if some 
giant hand had poured all the colors 
into a great kettle and was stirring them 
with a huge ladle.” 


There are more than a thousand hand 
carved monuments, of various sizes and 
degrees of preservation, in Petra. They 
were first thought to be temples of 
worship but are now regarded as mau- 
soleums, erected in memory of the dead. 
Some have chapels where pagan deities 
were worshipped. Most of them were 
produced by the Nabataeans, but Greek 
and Roman influence is reflected in a 
few. 
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An amphitheater seating at least three 
thousand and a temple, both of Roman 
construction, have been found. The city 
is known to have had a population of 
267,000 at its zenith. Two springs and 
several cisterns furnished water to the 
inhabitants. 


The facade of El Khazna was not cre- 
ated by man and placed in its position. 
It was cut from the mountain’s face. 
At first glance it reminds one of a 
huge, delicately traced cameo. All the 
buildings have elaborate facades, but 
within they are plain and simple.

OOKING DOWN from the air as we 

approached Petra, I could see black 
Bedouin tents and a string of camels 
slowly winding their way along a car- 
avan path. 


Life in that part of the world seems 
to have changed little since Bible times. 
It occurred to me that I was viewing 
from the clouds, descendants of earlier 
peoples — the Edomites 








Petra was the home of the Edomites. 
This area, as a whole, is known in the 
Bible by the word “Sela,” which simply 
means “rock.” 


“And Jacob sent messengers before 
him to Esau his brother unto the land 
of Seir, the country of Edom.” Genesis 
32:3. “Thus dwelt Esau in mount Seir: 
Esau is Edom.” Genesis 36:8. 


Dr. Fred H. Wight says: “Originally 
Petra was Esau’s hideout as a hunter. 
His descendants, the Edomites, had it 
as part of their possession. From the 
days of King Saul until about 740 B.C., 
Judah, for the most part, dominated the 
whole territory of the Edomites. But 
from that date, the Edomites became 
dominant, extending their territory.” 


Edom means red. It is paradoxical, 
if not providential, that the reds of 
Old Testament times should have found- 
ed the one red city of the world. Esau 
was red at birth. When selling his birth- 
right he demanded that the pottage be 
red. 





in life, he changed his name to Edom. , 








There is disagreement as to the date, 
but not the fact, that Nabataean invaders 
swept through the mountains of Seir 
and captured Petra. Some say the in- 
vasion occurred about 100 B.C. while 
others place it two or three centuries 
earlier. 


The Nabataeans comprised a tribe de- 
scended from Ishmael. They made Pe- 
tra their capital and used it as a cara- 
van stronghold. 


Harper’s Bible Dictionary has _ this 
to say about Nabataea: “An Arabian 
kingdom and its remarkable people 
whose period of greatest prominence 
was between the first two centuries B. C. 
and the beginning of the second century 
A.D. when Rome made Nabataea the 
Province of Arabia (A.D. 106). Nab- 
ataeans were originally Arabians who, 
between the sixth and fourth centuries 
B.C., pushed north out of their penin- 
sula, seized and strengthened mountain 
s:rongholds and watchtowers that be- 
longed to Edom and Moab, command- 
ing intersections of the great caravan 

trade routes of the Mid- 





and the Nabataeans who 
pooulated those areas in 
the distant past. 


The first inhabitants of 
this enchanted garden 
represented the earliest 
form of culture, the Trog- 
lodyte, or cave dwellers. 
There are reasons for 
supposing that such peo- 
ple lived in various parts 
of what is now the Holy 
Land. They made their 
dwellings high on cliffs, 
seeking safety from both 
beasts and marauding 
men. North American In- 
dians engaged in a simi- 
lar practice. 


The next occupants of 
Petra after the Troglo- we 
dyte were members of the ty 
same racial stock as that 
from which the ancient 
Egyptians stemmed. A 
tradition exists among 
Arabians that even Phar- 
aohs lived in Petra. Arch- 
aeologists are satisfied 
that this territory was at 
some time under Egyp- 
tian control. 


In the days of Abra- 
ham, the range of moun- 
tains where Petra is lo-

The Nabataean empire 
extended as far north as 
Damascus, west to Gaza 
and east to the central 
part of the peninsula of 
Arabia. The peoples 
within these boundaries 
are now called Arabs. 
Greek geographers desig- 
nated the territory “Ara- 
bia Petraea” in recogni- 
tion of Petra. 


The report in Harper’s 
Bible Dictionary contin- 
ues: “By 100 B.C. Nab- 
ataeans had _ engineered 
such ingenious water-sup- 
ply devices that the 
parched highlands of 
what is now the Kingdom 
of Jordan produced crops 
and flocks for a large 
population. There  sur- 
vive today vestiges of 
amazing aqueducts, reser- 
voirs, cone-shaped water 
catchments, cisterns and 
dams, especially at the 
rock city of Sela. (See 
Isaiah 63:1) ... 


“The Nabataean capi- 
tal was the virtually im- 
pregnable Petra, a lofty, 
rock-cut, rose-red city 60 
miles south of the Dead 
Sea. Petra towers above 
Wadi Musa, is inaccesi- 
ble except by foot or 








It was here that Esau and 
his followers settled. Late

beast, and was unknown 
to the Western world un- 





til J. L. Burckhardt visited it in 1812. 
Petra, ‘city of altars,’ is bounded by 
walls of richly colored sandstone pock- 
eted with ancient caverns — probably 
used by Troglodyte cave dwellers.” 


During the reign of the Nabataeans, 
Petra became a caravan center for trade 
from the interior of Arabia, Persia, In- 
dia, Palestine, Syria, Egypt and even 
across the Mediterranean. For six hun- 
dred years it prospered as no other city 
in the world, even surpassing Rome in 
some respects. In the year 131 A. D., 
the Roman Emperor Hadrian paid the 
place a visit and praised its beauties and 
wonders. 


* * * 


UR PLANE flew directly over Petra’s 

famous High Place where Edomites 
and Nabataeans (and presumably Tro- 
glodyte cave dwellers) worshipped 
their strange deities. There remains 
little question that human sacrifices 
were offered on its rock-hewn altars at 
certain periods of the remote past. 


It is necessary for the visitor to climb 
what seems to be an endless stairway 
cut in rock, almost a mile in length, to 
reach the mountain-top sanctuary. Ar- 
chaeologists have named this place the 
Mount of Sacrifice. Two altars and 
two obelisks are located there. 


One of the altars is hollowed out in a 
manner to form a fire box for a furnace 
or fireplace, used in connection with 
sacrifices. A biblical archaeologist of 
repute exclaims: “What terrible scenes 
must have been enacted here in the days 
when Petra was populated! Was the 
custom of child sacrifice inaugurated 
here, which Abraham later sought to 
imitate?” 


The other altar, rounded like a pool, 
served as a receptacle into which the 
blood of victims could be drained. The 
two great obelisks, standing 20 feet 
high, were produced by quarrying 
away the whole top of the mountain. 
Beyond the two pillars is a rectangular 





court, carved out of rock, 47 feet by 
21 feet, sunk in a bed of rock five to 
nine inches. 


Many High Places are mentioned in 
Scripture and always condemned be- 
cause associated with forms of pagan 
worship. The Petra elevation is im- 
portant to Bible students, being the one 
best preserved so far discovered. It 
gives a better idea of what ancient High 
Places were like than can be elsewhere 


obtained. 


After man fell into sin, he killed 
animals and blood was thereby shed to 
provide “coats of skins.” Here the ne- 
cessity of blood sacrifice, or the fact 
of Atonement for the remission of sin, 
was introduced — looking forward to 
Calvary and the sacrifice of God’s Lamb 
for the sins of the world. This original 
knowledge became distorted and _per- 
verted, and with the passing of centur- 
ies, degenerated into the horrible sys- 
tems of human sacrifice built up among 
ancient peoples, discovered in recent 
times by the archaeologist. 


* * * 


HILE the word Petra does not ap- 
pear in Scripture, there are num- 
erous references to it under other titles 
and descriptive terms. II Chronicles 25: 
11-12, Isaiah 16:1 and Isaiah 49:16 


are examples. 


Nabataeans were represented at Pen- 
tecost according to Acts 2:11. Aretas, 
the governor of Damascus at the time of 
Paul’s conversion, was a member of 
this race, II Corinthians 11:32. A 
daughter of Aretas was the divorced 
first wife of Herod Antipas of Galilee, 
whom Christ called a “sly fox,” Luke 
13:32. 

The book of Obadiah is devoted to 
the Edomites. Verses 3 and 4 refer 
specifically to Petra: “The pride of 
thine heart hath deceived thee, thou 
that dwellest in the clefts of the rock, 
whose habitation is high; that saith in 
his heart, Who shall bring me down to 
the ground? Though thou exalt thyself 
as the eagle, and though thou set thy 


nest among the stars, thence will I bring 
thee down, saith the Lord.” 


The doom of the city was further an- 
nounced in verse 8: “Shall I not in that 
day, saith the Lord, even destroy the 
wise men out of Edom, and understand- 
ing out of the mount of Esau?” 


This prophecy found its counterpart 
in history about the year 536 A. D. and 
the place of the Rose City became lost 
to the thoughts of man. It was com- 
pletely conquered by Trajan in 105 
A. D., and became a part of the Roman 
Empire. With the decline of Rome, 
Petra disintegrated. ; 


During the days of the Apostle Paul, 
it was still influential and maintained 
one of the greatest libraries in the 
world. After being let down over the 
walls of Damascus in a basket and flee- 
ing from his persecutors, he secluded 
himself in Petra. “And after that many 
days were fulfilled, the Jews took coun- 
sel to kill him. Then the disciples 
took him by night, and let him down 
by the wall in a basket.” 


Paul said that he “conferred not with 
flesh and blood,” but departed “into 
Arabia.” He is believed to have spent 
three years at Petra.

Sermon Of The Month

PEN your Bibles with me please to 

the fifth chapter of John ... verses 
one through nine. 

Here we have a man who has been a 
helpless invalid for thirty-eight years. 
It must have seemed like ages to him 
because of his great affliction. In hope 
of healing, he has come to the pool 
of Bethesda. After these many years 
of suffering a stranger pauses to ask 
if he wishes to be made whole. 


Our text is taken from the sixth verse. 
It comes to us in the nature of a ques- 
tion: “Wilt thou be made whole?” 


The name “Bethesda” comes from a 
Greek word which means “house of 
mercy.” This pool was located in Jeru- 
salem near the sheep gate. Five porches 
were built around its banks. 

Assume that you had been lying on 
the porches of Bethesda for a long per- 
iod of time, enduring not only an in- 
curable ailment, but the agony of hopes 
continually deferred. How would you 
have felt, if some tourist attracted by 
your suffering or moved by idle curios- 
ity, had stopped, looked down and ask- 
ed, “Wilt thou be made whole?” 

Perhaps you would have regarded it 
as a heartless and unkind gesture. 

Why did our Lord ask the question? 

He could not be accused of engaging 
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in a mere play upon words. And sure- 


ly He would not ask an idle question 


just for the purpose of making conver- 
sation. Words were precious to Him. He 
knew how to use them to best advantage 
and to fit every situation. Even those 
who opposed Him admitted that, “Nev- 
er man spake like this man.” 


Moreover, His tender and sympathet- 
ic nature forbade a pitiless act which 
would make a suffering man’s plight 
more difficult. 


Why then the question? 
BIBLE QUESTIONS 


It is interesting to go through the 
Bible and read some of the great ques- 
tions asked, during the centuries when 
its contents were being compiled. One 
was asked of Adam in the Garden of 
Eden. 

“Where art thou?” 

Adam’s hiding place was known, but 
the interrogation disclosed his true state 
before God. 

We cannot help being surprised that 
a man of Elijah’s courage should have 
fled from Jezebel and taken refuge un- 
der a juniper tree. An angel sought him 
out. 

“What doest thou here, Elijah?” 


His behavior was well understood. 


20 
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He was running away from duty. The 
question must have stung like the lash 
of a whip. What right have you to be 
here, Elijah, instead of out on the field 
of battle continuing your opposition to 
the worship of Baal? 

The third appearance of Jesus to His 
disciples after the resurrection was ac- 
companied with a meal. After they had 
dined, the Master asked Peter a ques- 
tion which awakened all the tragic mem- 
ories of his earlier denial. 


“Lovest thou me more than these?” 


Peter’s sorrowing heart was bursting 
with affection. Our Lord knew this to 
be the case. But the questioning method 
was used to emphasize the fact that 
there were tender lambs, young disci- 
ples, to be nourished. 


A large crowd surrounded Jesus on 
His way to the home of Jairus. In the 
throng was a woman, suffering from a 
fatal malady. She reached a trembling 
hand toward the great Physician and 
was healed. This provoked a striking 
question. 

“Who touched me?” 

Jesus no doubt knew who had touch- 
ed the hem of His garment. He also 
knew that confession was needful to 
confirm the faith and blessing to the 
woman. 

A good attorney always knows what 
the answer will be, before he puts a 
question to the witness. So it is with the 
great questions of the Bible. Some vital 
truth is brought out in every instance. 
The pierce is like a sharp knife and 
there is always a beautiful surgical ac- 
curacy about the incision. 


There was a divine purpose behind 
the question addressed to the man at 
the pool of Bethesda. Perhaps some of 
our ideas on the subject have been in 
error. 


AN ANSWER NEEDED 

How many of us have pictured this 
impotent man as having a face made 
spiritual by suffering and disappoint- 
ment? While the ambition of years or a 
life time has been just within our grasp, 
we have seen someone step in and 
snatch it away. Then we have regarded 
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our plight as being like that of the man 
at the pool. 


I do not believe that the context of 
the story justifies us in idolizing this 
unfortunate creature. Everything about 
the narrative seems to suggest that he 
was only a beggar, and furthermore, 
perhaps one of the most shameful of all 
that shameful fraternity. He was ap- 
parently one of those who regard bodily 
affliction as stock in trade. 


Thirty-eight years had passed since 
he first stretched out his aching body 
on the porches of Bethesda. He well 
knew this might be continued until 
doomsday, for any hope he had of ever 
getting better! 


It is my conviction that the possibil- 
ity of benefiting from the troubled wa- 
ters had long ceased to interest him. 
The man was simply making capital 
out of calamity. Think how many hearts 
of visitors to the pool must have been 
touched by the well told and often re- 
peated story of this helpless, hopeless 
and friendless man. Now, we can see 
what was behind the Master’s question. 


“Wilt thou be made whole?” (Do 
you really wish to be made whole ... or 
would you rather continue as a profes- 
sional beggar? ) 


Charity, rather than hope of experi- 
encing healing, was the primary reason 
for the man’s presence on the porches 


of Bethesda. 


The path of the tourists especially 
appealed to him. He secured the best 
position possible to advertise his. need 
and to solicit alms. Fortunately, the 
Stranger of Galilee passed that way. 
He stooped to speak to the man as so 
many had done before him — but how 
different the conversation! 





Others had inquired about the nature 
of the complaint, how long he had suf- 
fered, and whether something could be 
done. Such inquiries always provided an 
opportunity for him to recite his story. 
But the Visitor from Galilee merely 
asked a simple and direct question. 


“Wilt thou be made whole?” 


Let it be noted that no attempt was 
made to answer this question. The im- 
potent man was unprepared. The in- 
terroga'ion, though uttered in a quiet 
tone of voice, was accompanied by a 
searching gaze on the part of the Strang- 
er. 

Once more the beggar fell back on 
his whines — that thousand-times re- 
peated story: “I have no one to put me 
into the pool. All my friends lost hope 
long ago. I am friendless and helpless. 
Have pity on me.” 

The keen eyes of the Stranger search- 
ed his soul. Still there was no answer to 
the question. 


“Wilt thou be made whole?” 


MEET CHRIST AT BETHESDA 


Then suddenly, a wonderful thing 
happened. Turning his face upward, the 
beggar found himself looking into the 
eyes of a Man who could tell him all 
the things he ever did. 


Considering the depth of the Master’s 
question, no wonder it could not be an- 
swered. It pierced like a sharp sword 
to the secret place of the man’s soul. He 
saw himself as he really was in the 
sight of his Creator — a wretched, mis- 
erable sinner. 


But do not be too hard on the poor 
creature of the Gospel story. We at 
least find him at the pool, a man with- 
out hope, somewhat better than an im- 
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poster, for he had long ago given up the 
idea of ever enjoying benefits from the 
troubled waters. But he was putting 
forih a little effort anyway! 


Remember, he had not always been 
like that. There was a time when he 
came to the pool with high hopes. He 
had struggled to be the first man to step 
into the waters when they became 
troubled. Defeat had destroyed his 
dreams and reduced him to despair. 
Now, all thought of benefiting from a 
miracle was gone. He had become con- 
tent to pick up a few crumbs of com. 
fort, and use his bodily afflictions as a 
means of livelihood. 


The man still had a little faith and 
Jesus respected it. We read: “The im. 
potent man answered him, Sir, I have 
no man, when the water is troubled, to 
out me into the pool: but while I am 
coming, another steppeth down before 
me. Jesus saith unto him, Rise, take up 


thy bed, and walk.” 


Now, you ask, what has this man’s 
experience to do with us? 


One cannot read this story without 
finding in it an evangelistic applica- 
tion. 

Bethesda is a place of faith ... a 
place of expectation a place of 
troubled waters ... a place of healing. 


The poor, helpless, hopeless beggar | 


met Christ there. 
Have you been to Bethesda? 


Jesus loves sinners. Not necessarily | 
educated, polished, cultured, genteel sin. | 
ners — but just plain, common, ordin- | 


ary sinners! The Saviour found this 
man languishing on loathsome levels, 
but He loved him just the same. 


The man had nothing whatsoever to 3 
offer. Judged by human methods of _ 


computing values, Jesus owed him noth- 
ing. The poor creature could put forth 


no effort whatsoever and had nothing to / 


offer in exchange for blessings bestow- 
ed in his direction. Anything received 
would come on the basis of unmerited 
grace. 
Nothing in my hands | bring, 
Simply to the Cross | cling. 
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THE HEART MOTIVE COUNTS 


Let me make the application another 
way. 

You attend divine worship services 
Sunday after Sunday. The meeting 
house is to you very much like the pool 
of Bethesda. You have often gone with 
eager expectations, looking forward to 
the troubling of the waters. 


You have expressed a hope that the 
Spirit of God would breathe new life in- 
to the beggarly souls of- the worshipers. 
You go to the house of God conscious of 
your own need. 


But is there really a heart thirst for 
the blessing of God upon the service? 
Or is the public profession sham? Are 
you, yourself, genuinely sincere? 


“Wilt thou be made whole?” 


The beggar ‘professed to desire heal- 
ing, but was really at the pool for 
another purpose. He wanted coins. Are 
we like him? Or do we want the bless- 
ing of God above everything else? Let 
us search our hearts. 


True, the impotent man picked up a 
few crumbs. But there was something 
far better waiting for him. Should we 
be satisfied with less than God’s best? 


Here we are at a Bethesda, waiting 
for the moving of the waters ... but do 
you and I really want to be blessed? I 
fear that, like the man of our story, 
some cannot answer. We once had a 
pure desire, a fervent longing to be 
made whole, but religious professional- 
ism has cheated us. The Bethesda story 
is no fairy tale. It is an undeniable ex- 
perience in many a man’s life. 


We have listened as preachers have 
spoken through the microphone or from 
the pulpit. We have tried to grasp the 
precious truths they have proclaimed, 
but somehow the gift has eluded us. 
Now, we have come to accept the situ- 
ation and even make capital out of it. 
Of course, it is good to be able to read 
or listen — there being a pleasurable 
note about it, but as for participating in 
a blessing, it is not for us. Someone 
says: “Don’t talk about the impossible.” 
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But that is exactly what our Lord in- 
sists on doing. He insists on talking 
about the impossible. Do you want real- 
ly that for which you have ceased to 
try? Make no excuses. The beggar be- 
gan to improve his threadbare story, 
but looking into the eyes of the Ques- 
tioner, he took new hope. 


Yes, Lord, Thou art right. My heart- 
motives have been at fault. Have mercy 
upon me and bless me. 


Then and there the miracle took 
place. The wonderful voice that could 


_ pierce the silence of the grave, bid even 


the dead to live, told the sinner to arise 

. and immediately the surge of life 
passed through that poor withered 
frame. The man arose and walked and 
was whole from that hour. 


Have we found a blessing from this 
story? 


Just as the Master stopped and spoke 
to this impotent man in the porches of 





Bethesda, may He stop and speak to you 
and me. Let Him have control whether 
we really want to be made whole or not 

for He knows all about us. He 
knows if the old ambition has faded, 
and if we are now content with merely 
keeping up appearances. He knows how 
the high hopes once cherished have fall- 
en to the low levels of our actual con- 
duct. He knows all about futile long- 
ings, the disillusionments, wants, and 
the despairs but He says: “I can give 
what you have ceased to try for!” 

“Ho, every one that thirsteth, come ye 
to the waters, and he that hath no 
money; come ye, buy, and eat; yea, 
come, buy wine and milk without money 
and without price.” Isaiah 55:1. 


The best that God can offer is still in 
store for you. My friend, do you not 
want it? I can confess this one thing: I 
want above all else, in the world, to 
be made whole in His sight. Join me 
please in this confession. 
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HE TEN RULES of ministerial con- 

duct here presented did not origin- 
ate in the abstract mind of a formal 
philosopher, but in the practical think- 
ing of the world’s greatest Christian 
reformer. There is something dynamic 
in the name Martin Luther. These rules, 
edited from his utterances, are primar- 
ily for preachers, but laymen can pro- 
fit by studying them as well. 


Delivered in brusk German style, 
they seem to hit you squarely between 
the eyes. We may be sure that this was 
their creator’s intention. Luther always 
used the frontal, rather than the flank, 
attack. Someone has said that he spoke 
and wrote in “syllables of fire.” 


(1) The preacher should be able to 
teach plainly and in order. 


Luther’s first rule reflects the wisdom 
of the Master, in that it magnifies a 
teaching ministry: “And he opened his 
mouth, and taught them, saying.” 


Teaching technique is stated in simp- 
lest terms. Fundamental principles are 
set forth which every instructor must 
understand in order to succeed. This 
dual requirement (“plainly and in or- 
der”), is imperative in both homiletics 
and didactics, in preaching as well as 





teaching. It represents the two essen- 
tials of clarity in thought, and system 
in method. 


In other words the teacher’s material 
is to be properly organized, a file in- 
stead of a pile. The main points of the 
message are to be presented. in orderly 
sequence, step by step, leading toward 
a climax and clincher. This postulate 
is a preventative of obscurity on the 
one hand and irregularity on the other. 


To follow Luther’s advice will save 
the preacher from dangerous ramblings, 
heterogeneous vociferations and scatter- 
ed remarks. It will keep him on the 
highway of thought instead of chasing 
butterfly ideas that may cross his path. 
Stay with your text, stick to your sub- 
ject! 


(2) He should have a good head. 


This sounds like Luther, blunt and 
straight to the point. No doubt is left 
as to what he intended to convey by 
this short sentence. The idea is that the 
human head should be something more 
than a hat rack. 


Here is where plain common sense, 
horse sense (a stable thing) comes into 
the picture. If taken seriously and put 
into effect, both the ministry and the 


Church would be saved from egregious 
blunders and hurtful mistakes. 


The old time test as to whether one 
was called to preach consisted of three 
things: grace, gifts and fruits. The grace 
of God in the heart; the endowment of 
natural gifts; and the fruits of labor. 
This, I submit, was a common sense 
test. 


Intelligence is one of the essential 
qualifications for the Christian ministry. 
Of course, Luther was not minimizing 
the importance of divine anointing and 
the manifestation of that mysterious 
force called unction. 


He concurred with Peter that the 
Gospel should be preached “with the 
Holy Ghost sent down from heaven” 
(I Peter 1:12). And with Paul that the 
message is to be presented “in power, 
and in the Holy Ghost” (I Thessalon- 
ians 1:5). And with the Head of the 
Church Who said: “The Spirit of the 
Lord is upon me, because he hath 
anointed me to preach the _ gospel” 


(Luke 4:18). 


Bishop Alphaeus Wilson of the form- 
er Methodist Church South said: “The 
sermon begins when God and man come 
into conjunction in the pulpit and con- 
tinue as long as that conjunction con- 
tinues.” 


The venerable and inimitable Dr. 
W. B. Godbey, who deplored the lack 
of spirituality in the Church and de- 
cried formality in the pulpit, said: “A 
little steel-ribbed metaphysical essay in 
the pulpit does not have enough saving 
soup in it to feed a sick grasshopper.” 


But to resume the meaning of Luth- 
er’s homiletical rules, we present the 
third point. 


(3) Good power of language. 


Here is where grammar, rhetoric, lo- 
gic and literature are brought into re- 
quisition and laid under contribution. 
The burden of this qualification is a 
good vocabulary which can be acquired 
by hard study, the perusal of books and 
acquaintance with the dictionary. Phil- 
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ology, etymology and the study of syno- 
nyms will prove of value in increasing 
word power. 


High on the marble walls of the Con- 
gressional Library at Washington, D.C., 
are inscribed the words: “In books lies 
the soul of the whole past time.” Paul 
said: “Give attendance to reading.” 
Good books, read aloud, have the effect 


of enhancing one’s vocabulary. 


Schools and colleges used to teach 
a subject called Elocution. The term 
proved too sonorous or loud sounding 
and favored the “broad eagle” style of 
oratory. It was changed to Expression, 
but ere long this failed to express what 
the new school wished to convey, so the 
term Speech was coined. 


If that fails, the next name given the 
course will probably be Utterance or 
Interpretation, to satisfy the Athenian 
instinct for something new. But the un- 
dergirding fact is that men appreciate 
the importance of right speaking and 
realize the intrinsic value of words for 
influencing others. 


The expression, “For you and I” of- 
ten comes ringing from the pulpit—the 
mistake of using the nominative case in- 
stead of the objective case. The effect 
is that sensitive listeners will tend to 
discount the speaker’s message as a 
whole. There is a right way and a 
wrong way to do everything, and this 
applies to speech. 


Martin Luther translated the Bible 
into German. This feat was sufficient 
to prove him a scholar and linguist. He 
was competent to say that the Christian 
leader’s equipment should _ include, 
“Good power of language.” 


In the Proverbs we read: “A word 
fitly spoken is like apples of gold in 
pictures of silver.” The Psalmist pray- 
ed: “Let the words of my mouth, and 
the meditation of my heart, be accept- 
able in thy sight, O Lord, my strength, 
and my redeemer.” 


While music is the vehicle of the 
emotions, a word is the vehicle of 
thought. Luther was wise in instructing 
those studying under him regarding the 
proper use of language. 


(4) A good voice. 


The great reformer knew that a weak, 
frail, anemic voice was a handicap. A 
clear, resonant way of speaking is an 
essential factor in the constitutional 
makeup of the minister. 


“IT am not eloquent” was the excuse 
made by Moses at the burning bush. 
Grace was provided and he became one 
of the greatest speakers of all time. It 
is possible to cultivate a good voice. 
Breathing, deep breathing, rather than 
mere puffing through the upper lungs, 
is often helpful. 


Cicero, the famous Roman orator in 
his defense of the poet Archeas, de- 
clared that the rocks and solitudes re- 
sponded to the voice of the orator and 
that even wild beasts stop and listen 
to the pleasing strains of eloquence. 
The peerless Demosthenes became one 
of the most eloquent speakers the world 
has ever known, after overcoming an im- 
pediment by putting pebbles in his 
mouth and speaking against the roar of 
the ocean’s waves. 


One of the famous Church fathers, 
John Chrysostom, was known as the 
“golden-mouthed preacher.” The clarion 
tones of George Whitefield’s mighty 
musical voice reached audiences num- 
bering into the thousands without the 
aid of any mechanical device. William 
Jennings Bryan was gifted with a rich, 
clear, carrying voice by which multi- 
tudes were brought under the sway of 
his ideals. 


John the Baptist exercised great pow- 
er through the use of his voice — “the 
voice of one crying in the wilderness.” 
It is said that in the triumph of Calvary, 
our Lord, “cried with a loud voice.” 


The human voice, properly dedicated, 
can’ be made a valuable asset in the 
work of the kingdom. By training and 
patient practice, the average Christian 
leader can greatly increase his efficien- 
cy and capacity for service in this 
sphere. 


(5) A good memory. 


While modern education offers no 
systematic program of memory culture, 
Luther wisely included it in his category 
of teaching. To neglect memory train- 
ing is to deny one’s self certain definite 
advantages. 


Man’s mental mechanism is so con- 
structed as to retain a knowledge of 
past events. Luther was right in sug- 
gesting cultivation of this faculty of the 
human personality. He considered it 
basic equipment for the evangelical 
worker. Loss of memory is one of the 
greatest calamities that can befall any 
individual. 


The capacity for calling up mental 
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pictures of things out of the past, re- 
flects a God part in our natures. Not all 
of man’s good traits were destroyed in 
the fall. Some of Eden’s blessings were 
carried over. God remembers. We read 
in Malachi 3:16 about His “book of re- 


membrance.” 


Educational institutions neglecting 
this field, are rendering less than the 
service that the public has a right to ex- 
pect of them. A retentive memory is 
useful, not only to the preacher, but in 
every realm of human activity. 


Memory also plays a part in the mak- 
ing of records, putting things down in 
black and white to be preserved in a 
permanent form. It is usually a sign 
of senility and decrepitude to lose one’s 
memory. The mind should be richly 
stored with the Holy Scriptures. “Thy 
word have I hid in mine heart, that I 
might not sin against thee,” says Psalm 
119:11. 


We are indebted to the memories of 
the Apostles for a record of our Lord’s 
teachings and achievements during the 
days of His flesh. Had it not been for 
their ability to bring back the things 
He said and did, there would be no 
four Gospels. Solomon said: “The mem- 
ory of the just is blessed.” 


“T will therefore put you in remem- 
brance,” said Jude. Peter drew upon 
memory for preserving and disseminat- 
ing Gospel truth in the early Church: 
“Wherefore I will not be negligent to 
put you always in remembrance of these 
things, though ye know them, and be 
established in the present truth.” 


(6) He should know when to stop. 


Many preachers will do well to con- 
sider what Luther had to say about the 
use of terminal facilities. Sermons are 
frequently ruined by men who do not 
know when to quit. They ramble on and 
on, tiring themselves and their audien- 
ces, reducing everybody to a state of 
fatigue. The climax of the message be- 
comes an anticlimax. 





This thought accords with the poet’s 
pithy statement: “Brevity is the soul of 
wit.” A Christian banker once prayed: 
“Lord save us from long prayers in 
public and from short prayers in se- 
cret.” Someone has said: “For a good 
speech, stand up where they can see 
you; speak out so they can hear you, 
and quit soon so they can like you.” Let 
long winded sermons be condensed and 
curtailed! 


The rut into which preachers fall of | 


continuing after they are through, us- 
ually results from failing to properly 
plan their messages. They rely upon 
inspiration, which sometimes turns out 
to be indigestion. 


Jesus believed in advance planning, 
for we read in Luke 14:28-30, “For 
which of you, intending to build a 
tower, sitteth not down first, and count- 
eth the cost, whether he have sufficient 
to finish it? Lest haply, after he hath 
laid the foundation, and is not able to 
finish it, all that behold it begin to 
mock him, Saying, This man began to 
build, and was not able to finish.” A 
sermon is like a tower. 


(7) He should be sure what he means 
to say. 


It is one thing to talk but quite an- 
other thing to preach. A man may talk 
out of the last book he has read, but he 
can preach only after careful prepara- 
tion. Meditation, prayer, mental exer- 
tions and a quickening of the emotions 
are essential to sermonizing. The man 
behind the pulpit desk must both think 
and feel his message if it is to be effec- 
tive. There is no substitute for thor- 
oughness. 


The Gospel gun should not be allow- 
ed to go off half cocked. It is the respon- 
sibility of the preacher to point his gun 
at the right object, take deliberate aim 
and pull the trigger at the right time. 
Then he will “not aim at the buck and 
kill the doe.” Luther’s rule faithfully 





followed would put an end to shoddy 
preparation and haphazard sermons. 


(8) Be ready to stake soul and body, 
goods and reputation on its truth. 


One simple word meets this import- 
ant requirement, namely, Courage. The 
greatest lack of the modern pulpit is 
moral courage. Pity the man who has 
to cut, trim and curtail his message to 
meet the demands of hypocrites in the 
pews! Pity the preacher who cannot 
call his soul his own! Shame on con- 
gregations that force pastors to com- 
promise their convictions. 


Many a man weakens and dilutes his 
message out of fear. He does not dare to 
cry against popular sins. Paul wrote 
about certain types of Church mem. 
bers who have “itching ears,” and this, 
I submit, presupposes “scratching 
preachers.” 


The Church of Jesus Christ is the 
keeper of our Country’s conscience. It 
is supposed to set the standard and hold 
the balance of power in the sensitive 
realm of national morality. How is the 
conscience to be kept sharp, alive and 
active if the Church fails to do its duty? 


Congregations frequently expect their 
pastors to be good mixers, whereas the 
real need is separators. Because it is 
becoming difficult to determine where 
the world leaves off and the Church be- 
gins, the preacher often finds that com- 
promise rather than courage is the pre- 
requisite for receiving a call to the com- 
manding pulpit. Martin Luther had a 
different idea. 


(9) He should study diligently. 


No matter the other duties that press 
in upon the minister, he should take a 
fresh message with him every time he 
steps into the pulpit. If a former text 
and outline are being used, they should 
be carefully worked over, digested and 
made to glow with newness, feeling and 
emotion in his mind and heart. Sermon 
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delivery should never be allowed to be- 
come a mere mechanical operation. 


A preacher once confided to another 
brother of the ministry that he had a 
three years’ supply of sermon notes in 
his “barrel.” He said: “That’s all I 
need. At the end of three years, I sim- 
ply move on to the next charge.” There- 
upon the former asked? “What is your 
favorite funeral text? You are dead and 
I feel you should be given a respectable 
burial.” 


The plain truth is, some men of the 
cloth are too lazy to succeed. If Martin 
Luther in his dim, distant day recom- 
mended as one of his rules for preach- 
ers diligent study, how much more 
should the present age challenge Chris- 
tian leaders to put their level best into 
the task. 


(10) He should suffer himself to be 
vexed and criticized by everybody. 


Luther had his full share of this kind 
of treatment. His historical hammer 
nailed the ninety-five Theses on the 
Church door at Wittenberg. This act of 
moral courage stirred the devil and 
created terrific repercussions. Sam 
Jones once said: “I do not mind so 
much to be swallowed by a whale but 
I hate to be nibbled to death by min- 


nows.” 


This difficult and exacting rule de- 
mands willingness to be vexed and crit- 
icized by everybody if necessary. Luth- 
er was a protester, and this, incidental- 
ly, is the origin of the term Protestant. 


If the flesh of the preacher sometimes 
quivers from criticism, he must go right 
on any way, standing for and saying 
firmly what he knows in his heart to be 
right. Grit, grace and gumption are 
major essentials. 


The reformer left an example for 
others who follow in his train. See him 
standing alone, before the most menac- 
ing ecclesiastical assembly ever assem- 
bled, saying when ordered to recant: 
“Here I stand. I can do none other. So 


help me God.”

The secret group won every objective 
except the return of the pitiful prison- 
ers of war, who were saved by the in- 
sistence of Congress and the unremit- 
ting determination of our military lead- 
ers. 

The same double purpose can be 
found in our German policy, in Aus- 
tria, in Italy, in Greece, and in the tra- 
gic surrender of all Eastern Europe to 
the Soviet Union. 

The public policy of the United 
States, which has in almost all instances 
denounced conquest and supported the 
independent peaceful nations, has faded 
away.

We have tried to blame our Presi- 
dents, the State Department, the party 
in power, for our failures in foreign 
policy. I am convinced we shall never 
recognize the octopus we have to fight 
until we realize it is not part of the 
legally established government at all. 


It is a revolutionary junta, operating 
within our Government, and through 
our Government, but not for our Gov- 
ernment, our Constitution, or our Na- 
tion. 


What keeps this cabal in power, un- 
der Democratic and under Republican 
administrations? Why has it been im- 
possible for three Presidents and many 
Congresses to demolish it? 

You are going to ask me whether this 
group is entirely Communist directed. 
I doubt if our problem is that simple. 
This group has, we know, included 
Communist Party members and Com- 
munist agents, and may still include 
them. It includes Socialists, collectiv- 
ist one-worlders, ambitious individuals 
greedy for power, willing in time of 
trouble to advance themselves at the 
expense of their Country.

ulous, who think they can get votes or 
power or contracts or publicity, from 
the Communists, and then cast aside 
their temptors. It includes the innocent 
and the simple minded, who love big 
words that have no meaning. 

I do not know what proportion of 
these people are Communists, but | 
know for certain that everything they 
do is of benefit to Moscow, because it is 
directed by Moscow. The Soviet leaders 
are the most skillful people in the 
world today in the new political arts 
of propaganda, brainwashing, camo- 
flage, and what I have called revolu- 
tion by assembly line. 

How are we going to redress the bal- 
ance, and give strength to the vast ma- 
jority of true Americans, so they can 
manage their own government? 

We must give up our reliance on le- 
galism. 

The pro-Communist, internationalist, 
collectivist foreign policy, with its fa- 
voritism for everything which helps the 
Soviet Union, has triumphed again and 
again because of the energy, intelli- 
gence, and determination of a self-direc- 
ted elite. We fight this advancing army 
with statements, promises, papers and 
laws. We will never win until we op- 
pose the collectivist political faction 
with resolute political action by men 
determined to put America first. 


The pro-American group within our 
Government today is more numerous, 
abler, stronger, more devoted, than the 
collectivist group. It is supported by 
the vast bulk of the voters of both par- 
ties. Its weakness is that it is trying to 
win a debate under the rules of Ameri- 
can political life. It should be fighting 
for victory over opponents who know 
no rules. 


PRO-AMERICANS ARE 
UNDER ATTACK 


We must know first the names of 
leaders of the pro-American group. 
You can find out who led the American 
branch of our two-headed Government 
by the enemies they have made. The 
left-wing press and the collectivist col- 
laborators are always ready to attack 
Secretary of Defense Wilson. They cen- 
ter much of their fire on Admiral Rad- 
ford. 

Khrushchev, speaking in Red China 
last fall, violently denounced Admiral 
Radford, and bracketed him with the 
Communist-hated Senators Knowland 
and McCarthy. Isn’t it significant that 
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left-wing American columnists today 
follow exactly the line spoken by 
Khrushchev a few months ago? 


You remember this bloc did not exact- 
ly like MacArthur. They denounced the 
Senators who support the free nations 
of Asia. They criticize President Eisen- 
hower if he dares cooperate with Repub- 
licans they have not recommended. 


The collectivist press has not yet 
started to attack Herbert Hoover, Jr., 
who is now our Under Secretary of 
State, but it is a rule of theirs never to 
call attention to good people on our 
side until they have to. Assistant Secre- 
tary of State Robertson has escaped 
their attack for the same reason. 


Today, pro-American officials have 
not one moment’s security. They are 
constantly under attack, mostly by 
moves they cannot see. If you need a 
blueprint of how the collectivists keep 
dangerous anti-Communists under con- 
stant pressure, I suggest you analyze 
the series of moves which they employ- 
ed to destroy Senator McCarthy, from 
the day in Wheeling, W. Va., when he 
tore down the curtain of censorship 
hiding the Communists in our State De- 
partment.

Shall we 
sit and do nothing, when we have politi- 
cal proof that some of our officials are 
selling out our Country, merely be- 
cause we have no affidavits of what was 
said in their secret conferences? 


One thing we know. The Communists 
and their collaborators push their best 
men close to the top, because that is 
the safest place to be. No one could re- 
move Dr. John from his job in Germany 
though more than one person knew he 
was disloyal. We may get the little trait- 
ors by assembling legal proof. We will 
never get the big ones, except by po- 
litical counterattack.

On the financial 
side the total cost of receiving the Hox- 
sey treatment is only a fraction of an 
average hospital experience. 


Dr. Hoxsey has already saved cancer 
victims of the United States hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. This, of course, 
means that certain groups are taking a 
loss, and they don’t like it. They fear

When 
they pay out large sums of money and 
have to watch their loved ones suffer a 
burning hell and die without help or 
hope, they become angry. When they 
learn that those administering surgery, 
X-ray and radium never expected to 
effect a cure, they become resentful. 


I receive many such letters from peo- 
ple groaning in agony, lamenting the 
fact that a knowledge of the Hoxsey 
treatment had been kept from them un- 
til it was too late. I shall read one such 
letter, typical of many others, from a 
lady in southern California. She is 
heartbroken, disillusioned and bitter. 


Because of this fact, I shall not dis- 
close her name. The letter is bona fide.

The points raised 
result from savage efforts of the Food 
and Drug Administration, working 
through the District Attorney’s office of 
Washington, Pennsylvania, to close the 
Hoxsey Cancer Clinic at Portage, Penn- 
sylvania. 


Defense counsel FitzGerald, a former 
prosecutor for the Department of Jus- 
tice, now has the persecutors and prose- 
cutors on the defensive. They had no 
case against the Clinic in the first place, 
being forced to rely upon public smear- 
ing by press and radio.

Dear Senator Welker: 


Knowing of your great interest in the 

limitation of governmental control, the 
elimination of outside activities on the 
‘out of federal employees, and the 
ealth and welfare of the people of 
America, I would like to bring to your 
attention an abuse which I would ap- 
preciate your rectifying. 


In May 1955 in the federal court for 
the Western District of Pennsylvania, 
an employee for the Food and Drug 
Administration of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, was 
called upon to testify under oath in a 
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deposition proceeding before an official 
court stenographer. His name was Dr. 
Gordon A. Granger. He testified that he 
was employed as the Assistant Chief of 
the Medical Department of the Food 
and Drug Administration. At the same 
time, he pointed out that he was also on 
the payroll of a large insurance com- 
pany and was conducting physical ex- 
aminations in the State of Virginia for 
that company and was listed in the 1955 
Washington phone directory as an M.D. 
with a residence at 808 N. Wayne Street, 
Arlington, Virginia. 

Dr. Granger testified that he was not 
licensed to practice medicine in the 
state of Virginia and felt that neither 
his government employment nor Title 
54-Section 274-275, of the Virginia 
Code — making it unlawful to practice 
medicine wiithout a license issued by 
the Virginia Board of Medical Exam- 
iners, was applicable to him — a gov- 
ernment official. 


Would you advise me Senator if this 
conduct is the common practice among 
the medical officers working for the 
federal government and if so, can it not 
be said that such a situation is perhaps 
the reason for the government’s failure 
to handle the recent vaccine problem. 
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MEDICAL DICTATORSHIP 
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You pointed out in the Congressional 
Record under date of July 18, 1955, 
Pages 9216-9222, that when it was 
found necessary to call on the federal 
government to investigate the massacre 
of Idaho children because of the use of 
improper vaccine, only one government 
doctor was sent into Boise, Idaho, and 
he only spent two hours there between 
airplanes, to check the problem! 


Senator, if you are really interested 
in protecting the health of children in 
Idaho and all over America, why not 
commence a Senate investigation to de- 
termine why it is that the medical men 
and the attorneys for the Food and 
Drug Administration and the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare, 
have the temerity and the time to run 
outside lucrative practices and activi- 
ties.

MOST PHYSICIANS 
CONSCIENTIOUS 


It must be emphasized at this point 
that criticism here is not directed to- 
wards the practicing medical physicians 


of the Country, most of whom are hon- | 


est, conscientious, hard working public 
servants. These men and women, 
though they may be members of the 
A.M.A., have no control over the poli- 
cies and actions of their national as- 
sociation. 


A significant percentage of them vio- 
lently disagree with many of the policy 
points and dislike the actions of their 
association, but dare not voice such 
opinions for fear of retaliation. It is 
from the career bigwigs of the A.M.A. 
forming a sort of medical hierarchy at 
the top, that these selfish and some- 
times vicious policies and actions stem. 


Because of its selfish, monopoly po- 
sition, the A.M.A. has been denounced 
by a large and varied group of organi- 
zations and persons. Several trade un- 
ions, through their own publications, 
are opposing the A.M.A.’s attitude on 
several points. The Milwaukee Labor 
Press has recently run a series of arti- 
cles condemning the A.M.A.. 


In the May, 1954 issue of the Yale 
Law Journal, there appeared an 84 
page report of a study of the A.M.A,, 
its power, purpose and politics in or- 
ganized medicine. This accurate and 
impartial document could hardly be 
termed complimentary to an organiza 
tion posing as the protector of the na- 
tion’s health. The report points out how 
the A.M.A., through its tremendous 
power, has seized control of what nor- 
mally should be state and federal fune- 
tions with regard to the health of our 
people. 


The reputable public relations firm 
of Raymond Rich associates publicly 
castigated the A.M.A. in a statement of 
resignation after serving as its offici 
agency for 17 months. In part they stat- 
ed: “The very integrity and sincerity 
of the Association is at stake. Sta 
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simply, the Association has yet to take 
unequivocal and effective action on the 
policies which it adopted on our re- 
commendation last year; to seek the 
truth on the economic and social as- 
pects of medicine, to put the public first, 
and to become adequate to its respon- 
sibilities.” 

Probably the most revealing report 
so far made public was compiled by 
Mr. Benedict F. FitzGerald, serving as 
Special Counsel to the U. S. Senate In- 
terstate and Foreign Commerce Com- 
mittee, after he had completed an in- 
vestigation of the various methods of 
treating cancer to ascertain the extent 
of the therapeutic value claimed by 
them, and to determine the nature of 
any existing conspiracy which _ has 
sought to hinder, suppress or restrict 
the research, development or use of 
these methods. 


In investigating the methods devel- 
oped by Drs. Hoxsey, Koch, Lin- 
coln and several others, Mr. FitzGerald 
not only found that these methods were 
successful in the treatment of a signifi- 
cantly large percentage of cases, but 
also he found the A.M.A. was active in 
attempting to prevent their use. 


In reporting on the A.M.A.’s attitudes 
and actions with regard to one of the 
methods (Krebiozen) investigated, Mr. 
FitzGerald states: “Behind and over all 
this is the weirdest conglomeration of 
corrupt motives, intrigue, selfishness, 
jealousy, obstruction and conspiracy 
that I have ever seen.”

It 
has infiltrated multitudes of local, state 
and federal agencies through the appli- 
cation of monopolistic principles. Gov- 
ernment departments from the Post Of- 
fice and the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion, down through state and _ local 
health agencies, seem to have adopted 
the ridiculous and unfair attitude that 
no statement is true or method or pro- 
of value, unless approved by the medi- 
cal hierarchy. 


The freedom-loving American asks: 
“How long must people stand for this 
insult upon our cherished American 
principles of freedom, equality and jus- 
tice?” The answer to this question is: 
“Until people interested in preserving 
their rights and freedoms in health mat- 
ters unite as an organized voice to speak 
out against these things.” 


NATIONAL HEALTH 
FEDERATION 


Until recently, the people have had 
no organization through which to speak. 
Now, at long last, the National Health 
Federation has been born out of dire 
necessity for an organization of its 


kind. 


The National Health Federation is a 
non-profit corporation having its na- 
tional headquarters in San Francisco, 
with Mr. Benedict F. FitzGerald serving 
as legal counsel. It is a democratic 
body with its policies and program for- 
mulated by a Board of Governors elect- 
ed by active and sustaining members of 
the organization. This Board is com- 
posed of 27 members, Lay and Profes- 
sional, representing the viewpoints of 
all the various groups within the health 
field. The membership is composed of 
men and women in all walks of life. 


These Americans are engaged in 
many vocations and belong to many 
different religious faiths, but they all 
have the one common desire for free- 
dom in health matters, as in religious 
matters, and resent dictatorial trends in 
this field.

The plan of organization of the Na- 
tional Health Federation provides for 
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local, county and state organizations, as 
well as the strong national organiza- 
tion, and is therefore prepared to func- 
tion on any of these levels as needs 
arise. The Federation is not opposed to 
any particular systems of healing nor is 
it organized for the purpose of promot- 
ing any particular schools of thought 
in the field of healing. Rather, one of its 
purposes is to protect the freedom of 
choice in healing methods. The Feder- 
ation now has active local chapters in 
nearly every state, and Hawaii and 


Canada. 
The National Health Federation does 


not in any manner take the place of 
existing organizations or groups in the 
health field. Rather it provides a meth- 
od for coordinating the efforts of all 
these groups in their common objectives 
and thus increasing the assurance of 
victory.

T THE OPEN GRAVE of one of my 

dearest friends recently I repeated 
the committal ritual of the Christian 
faith:

He 
fleeth also as a shadow, and continueth 
not. Lord make me to know my end 
and the measure of my days, what it is, 
that I may know how frail I am. 


“In the midst of life we are in death. 
Unto whom shall we flee for succor 
but unto Thee, O Lord, who for our sins 
art justly displeased. 


“Our hope is in Thy Son Jesus Christ, 
who hath said, ‘I am the resurrection, 
and the life: he that believeth in me, 
though he were dead, yet shall he live: 
And whosoever liveth and believeth in 
me shall never die.’ 


“Inasmuch as God in His wise provi- 
dence has called out of time into eter- 
nity the soul of our sister, we commit 
her remains to the ground, earth to 
earth, ashes to ashes, dust to dust, in 
the confident hope of the general re- 
surrection through our Lord Jesus 
Christ, when this corruptible body shall 
be raised up, be reunited with the soul, 
and be received into everlasting habita- 
tions. Amen.” 





Were these words repeated simply 
to comfort the husband, the son, and 
two daughters who stood with broken 
hopes and bleeding hearts? Or are they 
true? 


“If a man die shall he live again?” 


Men of all ages have asked this ques- 
tion. An answer was being sought long 
before Job formed it into speech to 
fly across the centuries. It just will not 
down! 


Every human being wishes to know 
— If a man die shall he live again? Is 
the hope of survival justified? Is the 
personality of man indestructible? 


We are considering the foremost ques- 
tion of all ages, but youth is soon in 
middle life and middle life becomes 
aged. It concerns all people, world 
around, and will not be pushed aside. 


FUTILE ANSWERS 


The agnostic tries to brush it off by 
saying: “We don’t know and have no 
way of finding out. There may be a God, 
an eternity, an after life, you don’t 
know, I don’t know, nobody knows, no- 
body can know.” 


In fact, agnosticism answers all ques- 
tions of eternal moment the same way 
— We don’t know! It creates a climate 
of complete uncertainty. But this does 
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not dispose of the question. It remains 
to dog the agnostic’s steps and in his 
sober hours he too longs for an answer. 


The atheist answers with an emphat- 
ic, No. If a mam dies, he is dead, like 
an animal.

This is the expression of a man of 
narrowed outlook. He lacks under. 
standing and breadth of vision. He 
knows life only at the material level. 
A vast continent of truth remains to be 
explored but he remains oblivious to 
this fact. Paul catalogues him: “The 
natural man receiveth not the Spirit of 
God: for they are foolishness unto him: 
neither can he know them, because they 
are spiritually discerned.” 


The answer of the atheist is that of 
an undeveloped mind, a_ suppressed 
soul, a spirit cramped and casketed. It 
reflects a life devoid of vision, and 
“where there is no vision people per- 
ish.” 

“T am going nowhere,” said a man to 
a minister who was trying to interest 
him in the larger life. This man worked 
in a mill, a small cog in a great indus- 
trial wheel, interested only in securing 
the necessities of daily life, with no 
concern or worries about the future. 


There is such a thing as being dead 
while alive — alive to the flesh during 
this earthly pilgrimage, but dead to the 
spirit. 

The materialist centers his interest 
in one world and loses two. He fails 
to get the best out of this life and sacri- 
fices hope for the life to come. 


But Faith asks a question of the ag- 
nostic who says he doesn’t know ...

Faith wishes to know if these answers 
really meet the need.

Christianity answers the universal 
question with a positive, Yes.

But a timid person may ask: “Is this 
affirmation regarding a future exist- 
ence but the echo of desire? Is not the 
wish for immortality father of the faith 
in a future life?” 


Faith answers: “Perhaps, but it is 
also equally good proof of immortal- 
ity. If the desire is in the soul, there 
must be a compliment to that desire, 
even as the eye demands vision, the ear 
demands hearing, the feelings demand 
response, so the outreach of the soul 
demands immortality, a life beyond.” 


Faith offers a further answer and re- 
futes the idea that life ends all, by call- 
ing attention to the fact of life’s incom- 
pleteness. Everything in mortal life is 
incomplete. By the time death overtakes 
most people, they are just beginning to 
learn how to live. Experience has taught 
them valuable lessons. Many things re- 
main unfinished.

Faith declares that the injustices of 
mortal life demand the immortal life. 
Here the good suffer and bad prosper. Is 
there not some place of adjustment and 
reconstruction? “Where the wicked 
cease from troubling and the weary be 
at rest?” Faith answers in the affirm- 
ative. 


Faith declares that the amateurish- 
ness of this life, resulting in disappoint- 
ment and failure, anticipates a broader 
area of opportunity for achievement. 
Broken threads, caused by life’s fail- 
ures, will be taken up and work com- 
pleted. 


A faithful servant of Christ had 
preached over fifty years. He was soon 
to cross the bar. The scene seemed 
angelic. His hair and beard were white. 
So were the linens and pillow cases. 
Someone said: “Dear brother, you have 
preached your last sermon.” 


Speaking with great effort, the grand 
old man said: “No, that’s a mistake. 











I have only preached my last sermon 
on earth. I expect to preach another 
one tomorrow morning in Paradise.” 


Faith reechoes the positive answer of 
nature.

“TI go to my father,” was the answer 


Jesus gave to our question. Death and 
the empty tomb created a path back 
home. And He gave assurance that the 
way was being left open to His follow- 
ers.

Said He: “I am 
the way, the truth, and the life.” 


The risen Christ became “the first- 
fruits (the pattern, the example) of 
them that slept.” 


John relieves us of all anxiety: “Be- 
loved, now are we the sons of God, and 
it doth not yet appear what we shall be: 
but we know that, when he shall appear, 
we shall be like him; for we shall see 
him as he is.” 


Until this hour, no testimony that 
Christ ever gave, has been impeached. 
The wear and tear of the centuries have 
taken away none of the luster of His 
words on any subject. He spoke the 
truth. We can believe everything He 
said and this applies to the matter of 
life after death:

Life over, the race run, 
the fight finished, the crown won — 
this to him was immortality. 


But this is not all. Paul believed that 
immortality was to be shared with his 
fellow Christians. “Not for me only, 
but for all them also that love his ap- 
pearing.” 


This exactly parallels Job’s statement 
of faith, uttered from the ash pit. With 
long range vision, seeing beyond his 
present suffering, he cried: “I know 
that my redeemer liveth.” It is a beauti- 
ful thought that the Lord Jesus Christ 
was concerned over the plight of this 
suffering saint so many centuries be- 
fore the incarnation. This brought com- 
fort to Job’s heart and enabled him to 
visualize a better day when all tears 
would be permanently wiped from his 
eyes. 


The patriarch looked forward to re- 
ceiving a deathless, diseaseless, pain- 
less, sinless resurrection body. Hence 
his words, “In my flesh shall I see God.” 
The word translated flesh in this pas- 
sage means “fresh, rosy and cheerful.” 
Job anticipated a time when he would 
be clothed, with fresh, rosy, cheerful 
substance quite unlike the disease-smit- 
ten body in which he was then enduring 
such great pain, suffering and humilia- 
tion. 


“Jesus, Jesus, I die but thou livest, 
and soon I shall live with Thee,” said 
the founder of the United Brethren 
Church, Philip William Otterbein, as 
he bid farewell to earth and left for 
heaven. 
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PETER’S ANSWER 


“Begotten us again unto a lively hope 
by the resurrection of Jesus Christ from 
the dead, To an inheritance incorrupt- 
ible, and undefiled, and that fadeth not 


away, reserved in heaven for you.” 


What did Peter say: “I have been be- 
gotten again unto a living hope.” Hav- 
ing been “begotten again,” gave him a 
living hope. Christianity teaches that 
spiritual life is the result of spiritual 
birth, and that spiritual life is eternal. 


This hope is living in every Chris- 
tian, and has been made to live by the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ from the 
dead. If He was raised from the dead 
it follows that all spiritually born ones 
will also be raised from the dead. “If 
I live ye shall live also.” 


This hope, eternal life, is the believ- 
er’s inheritance reserved in heaven.

It is 
undefiled, does not tarnish, and fadeth 
not away. Mortal life fades away, like 
cut flowers, but over there mortality is 
swallowed up in victory.

The answer of the Lord Jesus is heart- 
ening. He brought life and immortality 
to light. “I go to prepare a place for 
you.” 


The answer of Paul is assuring: 
“There is laid up for me a crown of 
righteousness ... and not to me only, 
but unto all them also that love his 
appearing.” 
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The answer of Peter is hope building 
and inspiring. “Begotten again unto a 
lively hope by the resurrection of Jesus 
Christ from the dead.” 


Evangelist D. L. Moody voiced the 
hope of all Christians: “Earth is reced- 
ing, God is calling, I must go, this is 
my coronation day.” These were his 
dying words.

GENOCIDE 


The following is reprinted from the 
June 8, 1955 edition of the Congression- 


al Record. 
N R. SPEAKER, the Congress of Free- 


dom, a union of many patriotic or- 
ganizations, recently met at San Fran- 
cisco to consider the Charter of the Unit- 
ed Nations. Among other resolutions, it 
adopted one concerning the Genocide 
Treaty. The objections voiced against 
this treaty reinforce what I have already 
said in many speeches. 


The resolution reads:

study the United Nations from the 
American viewpoint and have complet- 
ed a careful and objective study of the 
Genocide Convention, which is the par- 
ticular phase of the United Nations as- 
signed to this symposium; and 


‘Whereas we find the very concept of 
Genocide un-American, unprincipled 
and un-Christian and that genocide 
(mass-killing) is a communistic, heath- 
enish and immoral device based on the 
disbelief in the individual as a child of 
God; and 


“Whereas we find the Genocide Con- 
vention to be a conspiracy to deprive 
the American citizen of his God-given 
rights guaranteed to him by the Ameri- 
can Constitution for the following rea- 
sons: 

“1. It deprives him of freedom of 
speech (art. II, b of the Genocide Con- 
vention). 


“2. It deprives him of trial by jury 
(art. VI). 


“3. It deprives him of trial in the 
State or district where the alleged crime 
occurred (art. VI). 


“4. It deprives him of the right of 
habeas corpus by not guaranteeing this 
right in the Genocide Convention. 


“5. It permits in the most flagrant 
manner the extradition of individuals 
across all boundaries (art. VII). 


“6. It discriminates in favor of cer- 
tain ‘national’ ethnical, racial, or relig- 
ious groups’ (art. II). 

“7. It provides for no appeal from 
the decisions of the tribunal trying the 
accused according to U. N. Internation- 
al Law; and 

“Whereas article I] of the Genocide 
Convention includes the vague and flex-

“Whereas article VI includes private

“Whereas the Genocide Convention 
does not even provide penalties for gen- 
ocide (mass-killing as the term means) 
as is evidenced by the fact that govern- 
ments cannot be indicted and punished 
for the murder of political prisoners; 
and 


“Whereas it is concluded that the 
Genocide Convention is an instrument 
of dictatorship designed by the U. N. 
for one-world government by which 
American citizens may be deprived of 
their constitutionally guaranteed _indiv- 
idual freedoms: Therefore be it 


“Resolved, That the Congress of 
Freedom petition the Senate of the Unit- 
ed States Congress that the Genocide 
Convention be not ratified.”

This frank treatise is not the work 
of a prude.

AN EXAMPLE OF 
SELF-DISCIPLINE 


Daniel, Chapters 1 & 5. 











EMORY TEXT: “It is good neither 

to eat flesh, nor to drink wine, nor 
any thing whereby thy brother stum- 
bleth.” Romans 14:21. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 


A. Daniel was controlled by a noble purpose. 
Daniel 1:8. 

B. Daniel and diet. Daniel 1:10. 

D. Daniel lived the simple life. Daniel 1:11-17. 

D. Daniel lectured a king. Daniel 5:17-26. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “DAINTIES.” 


We have before us a temperance les- 
son woven around the person and ex- 
periences of Daniel. Two events in his 
life (one during youth and the other 
in advanced years) appear in the text. 
In the former he is a model of self- 
control and personal discipline. In the 
latter he releases spiritual strength 
stored up in earlier years. 


Daniel was probably in his teens at 
the time the Babylonians first invaded 
Judah, taking captives. While nothing 
is recorded regarding parentage, yet 
his conduct away from home (in Baby- 
lon) provides the deduction that he 
came from a good, deeply religious 
family. 

Nebuchadnezzar established a school 
in which to train promising young men 
for government service. They occupied 
special quarters, shared “the wine 
which he drank” and ate his “dainties.” 





The food, though pleasant to the taste, 
violated rules of health and diet. Daniel 
and three associates exercised com- 
mendable restraint and demonstrated 
superiority from simple living habits. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS DANIEL 
5:25. 


“And this is the writing that was 
written, Mene, Mene, Tekel, Upharsin.” 


Daniel continued strict living habits 
through the years, building a strong 
body, mind and character. When the 
crisis developed, he was prepared and 
waiting to step into the position of 
leadership. The hour came during Bel- 
shazzar’s feast, a dramatic event loaded 
with tragedy. 


The royal banquet, the drunken de- 
bauch, the desecration of sacred vessels 
from the Jerusalem temple, the fright- 
ened king, the dignified queen, the calm 
and courageous prophet, the collapse 
of a city and the fall of an empire — 
are all parts of the moving drama. 


Strange handwriting appeared on the 
wall, opposite the royal table. The king, 
trembling with fear, called for men of 
wisdom to interpret the mysterious mes- 
sage. Their magic and soothsaying yield- 
ed no results. The queen suggested that 
Daniel “of the captivity of Judah” be 
called. Thereupon the prophet gave the 
king a lecture on the necessity of humil- 
ity before God, after which he inter- 
preted the message (Daniel 5:25-28). 


(3) THE KEY FACT: THE SIMPLE 
LIFE PAYS. 


Some people eat to live. Others live 
to eat. The horrible diseases to which 
modern civilization is error, result 
largely from wrong eating and drinking 
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ates stuffed themselves, enslaved to 
complicated habits, and perished. 


“The simple life has been discredit. 
ed by some as ‘old fogey’ and outmoded. 
The cocktail party, night club visits, ex. 
pensive home entertainment, over dress- 
ing, over eating — these are becoming 
the accepted way of regular American 
living. And yet, the simple life holds 
out to all of us the happier, healthier, 
more wholesome life, for it is the natur- 
al, God-given way to live.”

HOPE FOR THE 
DISCOURAGED 


Isaiah 53 & 55. Jeremiah 31 & 50. 
Ezekiel 36. 











EMORY TEXT: “Incline your ear, 
and come unto me: hear, and your 


soul shall live.” Isaiah 55:3. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 


A. Isaiah writing under inspiration, wrote 
better than he knew by mental processes 
alone. Isaiah 53. 

B. Grace avails for all. Isaiah 55:1-2. 

C. Ged is interested in the individual. Isaiah 
55 :6-7. 

D. God’s Word accomplishes a redemptive mis- 
sion. Isaiah 55:10-11. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 


SON IS “PROPHESY.” 
When Judah fell to the armies of 


Nebuchadnezzar, Ezekiel went into 
Babylonian captivity with thousands of 
other prisoners and is therefore known 
to Bible students as “the prophet of the 
exile.” Jeremiah, another prophet of 
the same period, stayed in Jerusalem 
with the remnant of little people left 
behind to keep down the weeds. 


We hear from both of these men in 
today’s lesson as they admonish and 
try to bolster the spirits of their scat- 
tered and disheartened people. A third 
voice is heard out of the past, that of 
Isaiah, whose prophecies fitted perfect- 
ly the existing need. 


Judah was paying a severe penalty 
for sins committed. Judgment had fal- 
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len. Jerusalem was far away, and in 
ruins. Hope had departed. It was the 
task of the prophets to show the way 
back. Their message was devoted to 
repentance and restitution. Religious 
standards needed to be restored, broken 
altars repaired and patriotic sentiments 
re) ndled. Restoration was prophesied 
ana finally realized under Ezra and Ne- 
hemiah. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ISAIAH 
55:6. 


“Seek ye the Lord while he may be 
be found, call ye upon him while he is 
near.” 

Regarding this wonderful fifty-fifth 
chapter of Isaiah, Dr. G. Campbell 
Morgan said: “It opens in the wilder- 
ness where are thirsty, hungry, restless 
people. It closes in the garden where 
the hills are singing and the trees of the 
fields are clapping their hands.” 


Information concerning the personal 
life of Isaiah is derived from the book 
that bears his name and II Kings chap- 
ters 19 & 20. His father was Amoz (not 
to be confused with Amos). He was 
married, had two sons and is credited 
with being the greatest of all Old Testa- 
ment prophets. Unlike others, he was 
not bound by narrow nationalism. His 
writings portray God as being interest- 
ed in all nations, every individual. 


Portions of Isaiah’s prophecy were 
directed, however, to the future of his 
people. According to Josephus, King 
Cyrus was induced to release the exiles 
of Judah by reading a prophecy of 
Isaiah concerning himself (written 200 
years earlier). 


(3) THE KEY FACT: GOD DEALS 
WITH US AS INDIVIDUALS. 


While Isaiah’s writings awakened 
hopes in the soul of Judah for a mater- 
ial restoration, this was regarded as 
secondary to, and typical of, an eternal 
restoration to God of the individual 
soul. “Ho, every one that thirsteth, 
come ... Incline your ear, and come 
unto me: hear and your soul shall live.” 


Isaiah 55 brings us face to face with 
God at work redemptively in the world, 
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seeking to enter nations through the 
hearts and lives of individuals. In pur- 
suing Old Testament studies dealing 
with kings and nations, it is easy to miss 
this deeper, spiritual truth. 

“Let the wicked forsake his way, and 
the unrighteous man his thoughts: and 
let him return unto the Lord, and he 
will have mercy upon him; and to our 
God, for he will abundantly pardon.” 
This appraisal of the value of an in- 
dividual soul, conditioned Isaiah to 
write prophetically and in detail about 
the coming of the Saviour of men into 
the world: 

Christ’s birth, Isaiah 7:14 and Mat- 
thew 1:23. Christ’s forerunner, Isaiah 
40:3 and Luke 3:3. Christ’s program, 
Isaiah 61:1 and Luke 4:17-21. Christ’s 
entry into Jerusalem, Isaiah 62:11 and 
Matthew 21:4.

AN ANCIENT 
BUILDING PROGRAM 


Ezra 1; 2:64-65: Isa. 44:21 to 45:13 











EMORY TEXT: “Look unto me, 
and be ye saved, all the ends of the 
earth: for I am God, and there is none 
else.” Isaiah 45:22.

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “CYRUS.” 


Let it be recalled that the kingdom 
established by David about 1000 B.C., 
separated into two divisions (Israel in 
the north and Judah in the south) under 
his successor to the throne, Solomon. 
The Assyrians conquered the Northern 
Kingdom in 722 B.C., and took the peo- 
ple captive. This has given rise to many 
myths about “ten lost tribes,” whereas 
Israel simply became amalgamated with 
the Assyrians. The Babylonians con- 
quered the Southern Kingdom in 587 
B.C. and took most of the population 
prisoner. 

Prophets kept alive the hope and ne- 
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cessity of returning, rebuilding the Je- 
rusalem walls and reestablishing the 
Temple worship. With the passing of 
the years, the Persian Empire rose un- 
der Cyrus II, who became an instrument 
in the hands of divine Providence to 
facilitate the rehabilitation of Jerusa- 
lem. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS EZRA 1:2. 


“Thus saith Cyrus king of Persia, The 
Lord God of heaven hath given me all 
the kingdoms of the earth; and he that 
charged me to build him an house at 
Jerusalem, which is in Judah.” 


The name Cyrus is blessed in the 
text of today’s lesson as the Lord’s 
“anointed.” His cooperation in return- 
ing the exiles was prophesied by Isaiah 
and Jeremiah. He assumed the Persian 
throne in 559 B.C. and made rapid con- 
quests of. surrounding territories, be- 
coming ruler of the largest empire the 
world had yet seen. In 539 B.C. he de- 
feated Babylon, thus bringing the exiles 
under his control. 


Cyrus was known for his clemency 
in dealing with subdued peoples. It was 
a policy of his government to permit 
and even encourage captives to return 
to their native lands. The object was to 
build a circle of friendly states, as 
buffers, around its borders. The desire 
of Ezra’s people to return home fitted 
perfectly with Persian foreign policy. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: GOD WORKS 
REDEMPTIVELY IN HISTORY. 


It often happens that men and na- 
tions perform in keeping with the will 
of God without understanding what is 
happening. There is an overshadowing 
intelligence, and omniscience and om- 
nipotence, that causes the wrath of men 
to praise God (see Psalm 76:10). The 
hand of God can easily be traced, oper- 
ating through history in the rise and 
fall of nations (see Daniel 2:21). 


Ancient Israel typified the Church 
(born-again believers collectively). As 
she was called out of the nations for a 
divine purpose (the preservation of re- 
vealed truth regarding the nature and 





attributes of God) so, also the word 
Church means the “called out ones.” 
The Church of Jesus Christ is the true 
Israel. Cyrus, Ezra, Nehemiah, Zerub- 
babel and other figures of today’s les- 
son were guided by forces which they 
themselves did not understand. 


Among the significant acts of Cyrus 
was authorization that the sacred “ves- 
sels” taken from the Temple by the 
Babylonians, be returned. These items 
were important for symbolic reasons. 
Without them, there could have been 
no true Temple worship pointing to- 
ward the coming of the world’s Re- 
deemer. 


LESSON NUMBER Four 





September 4, 1955 
A REVIVAL IN JERUSALEM 


Ezra 3 to 6; Haggai: 
Zechariah 1:1-6: 4:1-10. 











MORY TEXT: “Not by might, 
nor by power, but by my spirit, 
saith the Lord of hosts.” Zechariah 4:6. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 

A. An altar rebuilt and foundations laid. 
Ezra 3:1-11. 

B. A prophet stirs a nation to righteous action. 
Haggai 1:7-9. 

C. A spiritual pattern for material achieve- 
ment. Zechariah 4:6. 


D. Opposition .encountered and overcome. Ezra 
4:4 and Ezra 6:16. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “BUILDERS.” 


Artaxerxes Longimanus, King of Per- 
sia, assumed a friendly attitude toward 
peoples defeated in battle by his pre- 
decessors. So when Ezra the scribe and 
descendant of Aaron asked the privilege 
of taking his people back to Jerusalem, 
no difficulty was encountered. But when 
he reached home and started construc- 
tion of the wall, many obstacles devel- 
oped. 


The project as presented in today’s 
lesson involves five stages: (a) start- 
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ing construction of the second Temple, 
Ezra 3:8-13, (b) the first interruption, 
Ezra 4, (c) encouragement of Haggai 
and Zechariah, Ezra 5:1-2, (d) the sec- 
ond interruption, Ezra 5:3-6, and (e) 
the Temple finished, Ezra 6:15-22. 


This is described as the “second” 
Temple to contrast it with the first one 
erected on the same site centuries earl- 
ier by Solomon. The first was built out 
of fabulous wealth; the second in pov- 
erty. The first when the tribes were 
united; the second by two returning 
tribes. The first under natural advan- 
tages; the second with numerous handi- 
caps. 

Associated with Ezra was Nehemiah. 
Both men were builders, motivated by 
a constructive attitude — a good ex- 
ample for Christians to follow! 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS ZECHA- 
RIAH 4:6. 


“Not by might, nor by power, but by 
my spirit, saith the Lord of hosts.” 


The first act in the restoration of the 
religious life of the returning exiles was 
to prepare the great altar. Wise leaders 
knew that successful rehabilitation of 
the nation’s political structure depend- 
ed upon the rebuilding of its spiritual 
life. They put religion first. Men whose 
hearts are right with God always make 
good citizens. Ezra, Nehemiah, Zerub- 
babel and others, entrusted with respon- 
sibilities of leadership, therefore start- 
ed at spiritual levels. They began at 
the altar! 


Zerubbabel seems to have been an 
architect. He directed the actual con- 
struction work. Others served im execu- 
tive capacities above him, but he car- 
ried out the orders. The key verse of 
our lesson contains inspired words 
spoken through the mouth of the proph- 
et to him. He was given a set of spirit- 
ual plans and specifications, a blueprint 
from above human levels, to follow. 
He was instructed to rely upon God for 
guidance. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: THE NEGA- 
TIVE FACTOR MUST BE TAKEN 
IN ACCOUNT. 


There operates in our world a nega 
tive force which acts as an inhibitor to 
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righteous causes. No sooner does one 
undertake something constructive in the 
service of the Lord, than he becomes 
conscious of opposition. Jealousy is of- 
ten the motive. Selfishness, greed and 
downright cussedness are frequently 
noted. Builders for God must be pre- 
pared to ignore enemies, overcome ob- 
stacles and take opposition in their 
stride. 


Zerubbabel led the first colony to 
Jerusalem, accompanied by Jeshua the 
high priest. As previously indicated, 
their first care was the rebuilding of 
the huge altar on its old site. The pro- 
ject was not far advanced before local 
inhabitants demanded the privilege of 
participating. Zerubbabel declined their 
assistance. This resulted in teriffic op- 
position, many conflicts and a stoppage 
of 16 years. Work was finally resumed 
and the Temple finished.

BUILDING THE WALL

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “WALL.” 


The book of Nehemiah is written as 
an autobiography. Nehemiah recorded 
his experiences and observations simply 
and earnestly. Before returning to Jeru- 
salem with a group of exiles, he served 
as cupbearer for Artaxerxes, the King 
of Persia. This position of trust gave 
him access to the royal court, making 
it possible to gain permission to lead 
an expedition homeward. 


The Temple had been rebuilt two 
generations earlier, but the Jerusalem’s 
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walls remained in a state of deteriora- 
tion, rendering living conditions unsafe 
because of raids and attacks by neigh- 
boring tribes and nations. Arriving on 
the scene, Nehemiah succeeded in re- 
viving the interest of the people and 
uniting them for the task at hand. 


“Working together, with a common 
interest, unites people. Come to think 
of it, they are truly united in no other 
way. Even where family members are 
united by the ties of a common deriva- 
tion, they will lack vital oneness if they 
do not give themselves together to 
worthwhile tasks and significant exper- 
iences.” —Broadman Comments. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS NEHEMIAH 
12:43, 


“Also that day they offered great sac- 
rifices, and rejoiced.” 


There is joy in achievement. There 
is pleasure in viewing the fruit of one’s 
labor. There is satisfaction in knowing 
that something constructive has been ac- 
complished. Without this incentive la- 
bor becomes drudgery. 


After many hardships the wall was 
completed. The dedication occurred 
soon thereafter. This celebration was 
a joyous occasion. There was music, 
both vocal and instrumental. “For God 
had made them rejoice with great joy.” 


The story of the rebuilding of the 
wall begins with piles of rubbish and 
a discouraged and indifferent people — 
plus Nehemiah! It ends with a hilari- 
ously happy and united people, dwell- 
ing in safety behind high walls. This 
resulted, under God, from the leader- 
ship of one man. 





(3) THE KEY FACT: BEWARE OF 
SANBALLAT. 


One must expect opposition when he 
is doing something constructive in the 
Lord’s service. There are always San- 
ballats! 


Sanballat is the guy who says it can’t 
be done ... who throws monkey 
wrenches into the machinery ... who 
tries to stir up trouble and interfere. 
Sanballat is a destructionist. He tears 
down what others build. He opposed 
Nehemiah. He is with us today. “But 
it came to pass, that when Sanballat 
heard that we builded the wall, he was 
wroth.” Many attempts were made to 
discourage and divert Nehemiah from 
the task, but he went straight ahead, 
saying: “I am doing a great- work, so 
that I cannot come down.” 

Nehemiah not only supplied great 
leadership but he gave an inspiring 
personal example. During the time of 
greatest danger, “none of us,” he writes, 
“put off our clothes, saving that every 
one put them off for washing.” 

“Trust God but keep your powder 
dry.” Oliver Cromwell is credited with 
this statement to his army of devout 
men. Nehemiah gave similar advice to 
his men on the wall. He led the people 
to put their trust in God but to keep a 
sword at their side. It is a healthy faith 
that proves itself by works.
